£1 BET ON 


COURT STORY OF “AN 
INGENIOUS PLAN” 


In the Dublin Circuit Criminal Cout 
yesterday, Judge Davitt passed sentence of 
eight months’ imprisonment, with suitable 
hard labour, on Edward O'Leary, St. 
Kevin's avenue Blackpitis. Dublin, no busi- 
ness. who was found guilty of atte pting 
to obtain from Messrs. J. and M. M rreison, 
Dublin, a sum of money that would be won 
by-a bet of £1 on a horse named Sir Écho, 
a winner at Navan races on December 7 
last. before the result was announced. and 
also of conspiring with others to obtain 
money from other bookmakers in Dubi'n 
by pretending that the bets made on Sir 
Echo were made in ignorance of the resnit. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor). explained that 
the first race at Navan that day was at 
2.15 p.m., and that the Exchange Tele- 
graph Co., which catered for bookmakers. 
had arranged to telephone Dublin the 
resuits from Navan 40. a howse about a 
mile from Navan. On the same date there 
was a call booked to Dublin for 2.20 p.m. 
from a kiosk with the number Navan 69. 
When an attempt was made by the Evx- 
change. Telegraph Co: to get through to 
their Dublin ce from Navan 40 the line 
was found to be dead. It was examined

The call booked from Navan 62 to Dub- 
lin 22732. a chemist’s shop in Dame street, 
did get through, and was answered by 
O'Leary, who had previously told the pro- 
prietor that he was expecting a call. He 
immediately went to Mirrelson’s. where the 
resuit of the race was not known, and 
lodged a bet of £1 on Sir Echo, that had 
won at 12lg to 1. The result had been re- 
ceived when O'Leary returned for his win- 
nings, and he hea told to return on the 
following Tuesd 

This, said Mr. "McCarthy, he had not the 
courage to 

Detective Officer A. O'Connor, who had 
charge of the cast, said that O'Leary was 
a sort of “king” among several who were 
implicated. So far as the detective knew, 
he never worked, although he lived quite 
comfortably, betting heavily in sums of 
five and ten unds. He never missed a 
night at the Ss, and was “a menace to 
the bookmakers.” 

Mr. J. Devlin (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
O'Connor), defending, addressing the jury, 
pointed out the danger of accepting without 
reserve evidencs of identification. 

Summing up, Judge Davitt said that this 
was a class of offence that had been yoing 
on for a long time, and various dodges 
were carried on to cheat the bookmakers. 
In this case the plan was ingenious, re- 
quiring the co-operation of a number of 


people.

hus, to date, the Russians have not 
been. forced ont of all Poland; and 
only on one sector—eastward from 
Minsk—has the 1939 Russian frontier 
been crossed to any depth. 

The Axis plan is becoming fairly 
clear. In the extreme North, in com- 
junction with Finnish troops, the aims 
are to cut the railways and isolate 
Russia, and to occupy Leningrad and 
secure the Baltic Fleet. This mueh 
can certainly be amit, possibly, 
only at the cost of slowing- up else- 
where. Further South, the advance 
from Minsk has followed the Si, hé 
leonic route—t.e., the Vitebsk-Orsha 
ap between the Dwina and the 

nieper. The idea may be an advance 
on Moscow or a southward wheel, 
turning the Dnieper along the line 
followed by Charles XII. So much for 
the front north of the Pripet marshes. 
South of that region the Hungarian and 
Rumanian armies are playing quite an 
important part. The first of the main 
river-lines, the Pruth, has been forced ; 
the next is the Dniester, and after that 
the Podolian, Bug and the Dnieper. 
So that, altogether, nothing excep- 
tionally striking has occurred for the 
opening fortnight. 


RUSSIAN TENACITY 


On all sectors of the front the 
Russians, of ail arms and services, 
appear to be fighting with their tra- 
ditional tenacity. In the case of the 
Russians this appears to be almost 
physical. Napoleon—in his first war 
against. them—said : “ It is not enough 
to kill these Russians—afterwards you 
have to push them down.” Obviously, 
this characteristic may very well prove 
of enormous importance in the present 
struggle; and it is clearly to be in- 
ferred from Stalin’s address that the 
intention is to exploit it to the fullest 
possible extent.

THE OPERATIONS 


Some “ getting acquainted ” with the 
new map of Russia is essential to a 
proper understanding of the course oí 
military; operations in that country. It 
is necessary to at least be able to grasp 
various . aspects. and. ineidents as they 
occur. “These may be concerned with 
either of two “sorts of geographical 
changes—completely new constructions 
and changes of existing place seas 
This second practice has been far 
extensive then is commonly rea 
and in every case it is a Bas of 
a place of primary importance. Lenin- 
grad, of course, is known to all; but 
there are also Gorky ({Nizhni Nov- 
ored), Sverdlovsk (Ekaterinburg) 

talingrad (Tsarjteyn), Ordaonilkidee 
( Viadikankas), and many more. 

Regarding the new departures, the 
most important is, of course, the Ural 
re ion. But this is not likely to be 

‘in, the news” for some time yet— 
not even as a target for air- bombing. 
Much more imminent are activities 
around Dnieprostroi—the vast hydro- 
electric power station on the Dnieper 
near Zaporozhe (ex-Alexandrovsk). 
Here there are stated to be a steel 
rolling mill, a chemical works, an 
aluminium works and other plants. The 
great dam is half a mile long, and it 
has raised the river's level some 120 
feet. This has resulted in the river 
being made navigable for 1,300 con- 
tinuous miles. This stretch is, of course, 
of the very first importance for the 
defence of South Russia as a whole. 
Its naval pa rrragery: should have been 
a simple matter, by reason of the 
Nikolaieff yards further down-river, at 
the head of the estuary. At all events, 
this region will serve as a sort of “ test 
case, 


WAVELL’S NEW POST 


It would be unwise to assume gra- 
tuitously that General Wavell’s trans- 
fer to India is tantamount to his being 
“fired.”” The whole politico-military 
bess in the Near East has. been 
c hanged. The exchange of G.0.C.s is 
merely one aspect of the matter. In 
addition, two additional and unusual 
appointments have been made—that of 
a Minister with special powers to look 
after diplomatic and political matters 
on the spot; and that of another 
senior General Officer as “ Intendent- 
General,” apparently with similar 
wide functions in the matter of sup- 
plies of all kinds.

Fighting has virtually in

‘much prolonged. That d leave 
only the Western Desert front to be 
accounted for—until affairs in Russia 
are at a very much more advanced 
stage. In the circumstances, it should 
not prove beyond the capacity of 
General Auchinleck to prepare a 
systematic offensive with a view to 
completely occupying Libya by, say, 
the end of the present year. It is 
the only front, where, for some time 
to come, the Allies can take the initia- 
tive with a really good prospect of 
success. Presumably, then, they will 
not neglect it—for com lete success 
there would be exceedin Boop cary 
As far as actual fig k 
cerned, the Axis heavy em. hó ‘has 
been busy both at Tobruk and Sollum. 
Tt is claimed that a supply shi 
sunk at the former. port. British 
activity has been mostly in the air, 
and a number of the Italian base har- 
bours have been attacked in a fairly 
big way. The British Navy has alse 
to its credit an important gain in the 
sirking of a heavy Italian cruiser. 
Apropos of naval matters, by the way, 
Prinz Eugen has now been three weeks 
in Brest—which almost certainly means 
that she also is too badly damaged to 
put to sea at present.

When conditions and prospects “re 
those of grave emergency, calling sm 
decisions and measures for which 
cedents (the most cherished of ivil 
Service traditions) cannot be dis- 
covered, the mind and the hand of the 
Minister become peculiarl ee 
able. When, as in Eire, cin 
factors of long experience, pee “tha 
services of highly trained statesmen- 
officials, are not available, the need 
for Ministerial intervention in the work 
of administration becomes 
insistent.
